WILLIAM THOMPSON’S WILL 


And His Big Bequest to the City of Charles- 
ton—An Inventory Filed. 

Charleston, S. C., May 25—(Special.)—Some 
time ago William Thompson died -here and 
bequeathed to the city of Charieston all his 
estate after providing fur the payment of 
about $50,000 in legacies to various individuals. 

At the time of Thompson’s death his estate 
was estimated to be worth from $150,000 to 
$250,000. An inventory was filed by. the exe- 
cutors today and shows that the estate con- 
sists of about $53,000 in personalty and about 
S38.000 in realty, a total of about 390,000, 
which will leave the city after paying the 
bequests between $35,000 and $40,000. 

So great an interest was taken in the 
legacy at the time of Thompson’s death that 
the newspapers for a month after that event 
were filled with columns, suggesting the uses 
to which the amount shonld~ be put br 
council. It is not improbable that the will 
will be contested.

SHB'S IN NEW YORK. 


Large Crowds Greet Princess Bulalis on 
Her Arrival. 


| MAYOR GLLROY'S WELCOMING SPEECH 


Under Military Escort She Is Taken 
to the “Savoy.” 


THE: INFANTA AT THE THEATER, 
Where She Witnesses & Part of “Robin 


Hood’’—Cuban Criticism on the Pres- 
ident Not Returning Eulalie’s Call. 


Washington, Ma 25.—The Spanish prin- 
cess, her huspand and suite, left Washington 
for New York at 10 o'clock a, m. on a special 
trat#"on the Pennsylvania railroad, The in- 
fanta was driven from the Arlington to the 
station in the president's four-in-band, aid 
was escorted by four companies of, cavalry. 
Crowds lined.the whole route and surrounded 
the depot. 

Arrival at New York. 

New York, May o5.—Awaiting the iu- 
fanta’s arrival here was a special commit- 
tee consisting of the following gentlemen: 
General Sarace Porter, Howard Carroll, 
Cornelius N. Bliss, Whitelaw Reid, Colonel 
S. V. R. Crnger, Comptroller Myers and 
Joseph J. O’Donohue. As the princess 
stepped from the palace car she was met 
by General Porter, who escorted her to a 
carriage, which she entered, followed by 
her husband, Commander Davis and Gen- 
eral Porter. Other members of her suite 
got into a second carriage and then both 
carriages were driven down to the wharf, 
where the steamboat General Slocum was 
moored. The infanta alighted from the 
carriage, and leaning on the arm of Com- 
mander Davis, walked along a carpeted 
way to the steamer. She wore a costume 
of light-gray cloth, over which was % sack- 
cloth coat of the same color, a sailor hat 
of white straw, trimmed with bright red 
flowers, and in the lapel of her coat was a 
large yellow rose. When the infanta’s party 
had boarded the steamer the British war- 
ship that had been anchored off the north 
pier early in the day began firing a na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns, at the 
same time manning her yards and parading 
marines on the guarter deck. As the Slo- 
evn left the pier the entire party took seats 
on the forward deek,.the princess close by 
the starboard rail with Whitelaw Reid and 
Joseph O'Donohue on either side. During 
the sail up the river the party received an 
ovation, salutes being exchanged with hun- 
dreds of river crafts. 

Off Thirty-fourth street as the Brazilian 
meu-of-war Acuidaban and Republica were 
passed both vessels were seen to be beau- 
tifully decorated with flags, and as the Slo- 
cum steamed by the vards of the two big 
warships were manted. 

A short distance further lay the Newark 
and the Philadelphia, of the American navy. 
As the Slocum came abreast of the Newark 
both ships manned the yards and paraded 
their crews, while each fired a salute of 
twenty-one guns. 

The Slocum continued on to Thirtieth 
street. Where she turned and passed round 
the Italian warship Kribano. As - the 
Slocum .turned, the guns cf the Mianto- 
nomah a little further up, fired a welcome. 
The Slocum continued down the river to 
Lhirty-fourth street, where a landing was 
Imude. On the pier was troop A, the 
crack cavalry regiment of New , York, 
Which was to act as a guard of honor to 
the infanta. 

_ the princess, her husband, General 
Porter und Commander Davis, entered the 
first carriage. In the second carriage were 
the Marchioness Hermoea, the duke of 
‘Tamames, General Varnum and Comp- 
troller. Myers, .ln’-the: thi were Wute- 
law. Reid, Joseph J. O'Donvhue aud Don 
Pedro, the secretary to the princess. ‘Lhe 
officers in the suite cf the infauta, Spanish 
Consul General Baldasano and the mem- 
bers of the committee, followed in other 
carriages. 

A detail of fifteen men of the mounted 
police formed ap advice guard. The trip 
divided into three sections; one in advance, 
avother iu the rear and the third on either 
side of tho party. Then the procession, 
headed by the mounted band, marched 
ulong Thirty-fourth street to Fifth avenue, 
to the Hotel Savoy. 

Along the entire route the princess re- 
ceived a most enthusiastic reception, which 
she most gracefully acknowledged. ‘The 
streets were lined with people, and from 
the windows of many of the houses the 
Spanish and Americay flags were flying. 


Outside the hotel, and for a dozen or | 


more bloeks duwn Tifth avenue, the side- 
walks were crowded with people and the 
streets were filled with fashigaable turn- 
outs. Mayor Gilroy and Mr. George eB. 
McClellan, president of the board of alder- 
men, waited at the entrance to receive the 
city's guests. As the carriage stopped, 
General Porter introduced Mayor GUiroy 
to the infanta, and the mayor introduced 
Mr. McClellan, as president of the munici- 
pal council. Then the mayor offered the 
princess his right arm and led the way 
up the steps and through the hall to the 
elevator, followed by the prince ana Mr. 
McClellan. The carpet laid down beneath 
the canopy was strewn with lilacs, peonies, 
roses and carnations, and the moment the 
last of the party had crossed it, the crayrd 
grabbed every petal of broken flowers that 
the gracious lady had crushed beneath her 
pretty shoes.

When the party had reached the re- 
ception room, Mayor Gilroy advaneed to 
the infanta and her husband and ex- 
tended to them the following welcome: 
Your royal highness, it gives mé extreme 
satisfactioy a8 the executive of this city to 
tender to you Lis welcome and its freedom. 
The programme which the committee has 
prepared, is solely for your conyenience und 
entertainment and for the convenience of your 
suite, it is not all arbitrary and can be 
changed at any time to suit eg convenience. 
If at any time it should not be convenient for 
you or any member of your suite the eommit- 
tee will change it. I assure your royal high- 
ness that the citizens of this great country 
feel it a great honor te welcome to its shores 
a representative of the ygoverhment whose 
monarchy made its discovery possible. 

The princess replied very quietly and 
with marked accent: 

“I am very much pleased at the gracious- 
ness of the reception, and can find nothing 
to say except to thank yon.” 

A.few of the committee on hand were 
presented, General Varnum giving the 
names to Commander Davis, Who repeated 
them to the infanta and her busband.

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THE DEVIL'S DELIGHT, 


That is What the Dispensary System is 
Called by a Preacher. 


Columbia, S. C., May 25.—(Special. }—The 
Rev. E. O. Watson, of Marion, delivered 
® sensational: lecture last night in the 
Methodist church on the dispensary. Ie 
said it would delight the devil. It was noth- 
ing but an attempt §o make liquor selling 
respectable. He viv@lly described the joy 
of his satanic majesty on hearing that the 
legislature of South Carolina had come 
to his rescue. He said that several weeks 
ago the Tillman leaders gathered ostensibly 
for the purpose of Miscussing the railroad 
vases, but he was informed by a reliabie 
person who was present that they decided 
that if they did not gucceed in establishing 
dispensaries through the state they would 
call an extra session of the legislature and 
eliminate all rights fom the bill favorable 
to the prohibitionist# and place tlgt rig&t 
in the power of the state government. He 
suid that the dispensary was nothing more 
than the same old whisky devil dressed up 
in state uniform wit brass buttons and a 
sword. . 

“The liquor businegs is_now run by ‘big 
bugs’ instead of small ones,” he declared. 
He concluded his remarks by saying thai 
“prohibition is what southern ladies de- 
manded at the hands of: the legislature; 
prohibition is what we fought for; prohibi- 
tion is what we voted for, and prohibition 
is what we will have.” 

It has crept out that the state railroad 
commission which was created at the last 
session of the legislature with extraordina- 
ry powers, has decided to fix the very 
lowest rate, that is the barrel rate, on all 
whiskies shipped into the state. whether 
they are in barrels, bottles or demijohn;s, the 
barrel rate being one half as much as the 
others. As all the whisky shipped into the 
state after June will be for the dispensary 
the state of south Carolina will get the 
benefit of these rates which she herself 
fixes. The dispensary has received a ton 
of corks and the big building is fairly 
alive with engines, bottling, corking and

With His Argument: Before the Presby- 
terian Court, 


NOW SITTING IN WASHINGTON CITY. 


The Doctor’s Claim That the Matter 
Should Be Left 


WITH HIS OWN STATE SYNOD. 


Colonel McCook Speaks for the Prosecut- 
ing Committes to Show That the 
Case Belongs to the Assembly. 


Washington, May 25.—This was the sec- 
onl week of the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, and the church was 
filled with an interested audience. 

At 9:30 o’clock the moderator opened the 
assembly with prayer, and after the discus- 
sion. of some routine business presented a 
report from the judicial committee recom- 
mending that the six complaints of J. J. 
McCook and others against the New York 
synod, growing out of tne trial of Protfes- 
sor Briggs, be referred to a judicial com- 
mission for tial. The recommendation of 
the committee was adopted. “ 


A committee was appointed to visit the’. 


pruper ofticials and learn whether or not it 
wus the intention to close the world’s fair 
on Sunday. 

Moderator Craig then resolved the as- 
sembly into a judicial court and Dr. Briggs 
resumed his speech in defense of the ac- 
tion of the New York presbytery in the 
case of the prosecution against Rimself and 
in opposition to entertaining the ap- 
peal trom the judgment of the’ presbytery. 

Argument of Briggs. 

The distinguished doctor went over the 
whole report of the proceedings leading up 
to his trial by tue NewYork. presbytery, 
and of the trial itself, pointing .eut auhere 
points of Jaw and fact-trad “ll been in bis 
favor, and also pointing out where rulings 
had been unfairly against him. The ru’@s 
vf the church do not allow the moderator 
of the presbytery to decide constitutional 
questions. ‘ne moderator of the presbytery 
uecided one question—one of the most vital 
in this whole case against the defendant— 
Without giving him au opportunity to de- 
bate the question. ‘i‘ne question was as 
to whether the so-calied prosecuting com- 
mittee was an original party to this case 
or not, and when the moderator decided it 
in the affirmative, in the unfair and over- 
bearing manner stated, the defendant cam 
ried his wrengs to the synod of New York 
and appealed from the decision. Until that 
appeal has been passed upon the general 
assembly has no right whateyer to consider 
this case. ‘The committee having determined 
tg continue the prosecution of this case, in 
opposition to the expressed desires of the 
New York presbytery, they say they act in- 
dependently and as representatives of the 
Presbyterian chureh of the United. States 
of America. | 

‘Is it not gratifying,” Dr. Brices asked; 
“that there should be at lenst a few mem- 
bers of the New York presbytery who are 
determined to stand by the old faith against 
the majority of their colleagues. The as. 


seinbly cannot take this case under consid-. 


eration. ‘The matter is in the hands.of the 
synod of New York. That synod has thrown 
its shield over the defendant and will pro- 
tect, not only him, but its own rights, with- 
out having its jurisdiction interfered with 
rashly by the assembly. It was bad policy 
for the chureh to have intervening courts 
overleaped. If the largest synod—that of 
New York—should thus be overleaped, in 
the effort to bring the case of Dr. Briggs 
to a conclusion, what is there to prevent 
the leaping of any other synod to satisfy. 
the ambition of some other aspiring prose- 
cutor? If the assembly obtains this appeal 
the glory of the synods will have reached 
its height, and those who thus succeed in 
breaking down precedents will drive a 
eoach and four through the breaches of the 
palace of justice. 

“What right have the commissioners to 
the general assembly fo-entertain this. ap- 
peal?” he asked. “Let them apply thé gol- 
den rule to it. and think for a moment how

*“Betore a decision could be made,” con- 
tinued Dr. Briggs, “it would be necessary, 
in the interests of common sense and coin- 
mon justice, to have the interlocutory ap- 
peals passed upon. These are in the hands 
of the New York synod, and it is at- 
tempted to brush aside all of those efforts 
to bring the matter to a speedy conclusion. 
Here, in the capital of the nation, it is 
being attempted to override some of the 
cemmonest principles of law in order to 
gratify the very ambition of those prosecu- 
ors. 

The fifth branch of the doctor’s argument 
dealt with the reason given by the proese- 
tution committee for doing so many and so 
great wrongs; for incurring so great perils, 
and establishing such hurtful precedents. 
lf they want to promote ruin in the church 
and bring about chaos, surely they should 
have good reasons. Those. reasons have 
taken only a half hour to describe. The 
members of this committee say that in con- 
tinuing to prosecute the defendant, after he 
has been acquitted, they are friendly to 
him. Ah, that kind of a friend has been 
known to the church since the days of Job. 
They say that they represent the synod of 
New York. Before setting up that claim 
they ought to wait until they secure recog- 
nition from that synod and get a commis- 
sion from it. Why should the case of Dr. 
Briggs be made so permanent and pushed to 
the front as the most important erclesias- 
tical discussion in the closing decade of the 
nineteenth eentury? They say that it is a 
ease of ‘vital importance. The speaker 
thought they exaggerated its importance, 
and he hed always thove¢ht so,

Pathetic Scene in Police Court, When the 
Gray-Haired Mother Te!ls of Her

“God keep you, judge; God keep you?” 
a benevolent-looking, -gentle-eyed, 
-haired, spectacled mother in police 
court yesterday afternoon as she turned to 
lead away her only child, a son forty years 
old, distinguished looking, well dressed and 
scholarly, but who was as humble as a child.

Away Quietly at His 
Home 


He Passes 


AT AN EARLY HOUR THIS MORNING. 


One of the Best Known of Georgia’s Cit- 
izens Is Dead—A Short Sketch of an 
Interesting Career. 


—_———-- 


Colonel Tom Howard, one of Georgia’s 
most widely known and popular citezens, 
died this mornfng at his home near the 
city. 

The colonel has been ill for several days 
but no danger was thought of by his friends 


until a day of two ago. 

His death occurred just befare 3 o'clock 
this morning. 

Colonel Howard was one of the oldest 
residents of this section, and his knowledge 
ef Atlauta went back into her early hsitory. 
In the early developments of the city, he 
took a prominent part, and was recognized 
as a leader in all of the movements which 
sought to promote and advance the popu- 
lar enterprises of the city. 

He was an ardent secessionist and a 
firm believer in the doctrine of state 
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COLONEL TOM HOWARD. 
sovereignty. After the visit of Stephen 
A. Douglas to the city, in LS6O0, a move- 
ment Was started inaugurating a ‘Minute 
Men’s Association.”” Colonel Howard gave 
to this movement his hearty espousal, and 
entered into it with a vim and a spirit 
which characterized him in everything he 
undertook. 

The purport of the association, as ex- 
pressed in the resolutions whict were 
ndopied, Was to insist upon the righé of the 
state to secede, if. the necessity for such 
a step should brige* and ‘to rerider assist-, 
ance to any stafe which might withdraw 
from the union. In other words, they 
were ready for war and held themselves 
in readiness to fight whenever the time 
should arrive. 

These resolutions were seconded by Col- 
onel Howard in a vigorous speech; which 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm of the 
meeting, and which evinced the fact that 
his eloquence was but the ardor of his 
own convictions. The resolutions were 
passed by an almost unanimous vote, and 
the association Was orgnunized. 

There was not a braver soldier in the 
confederate army than Colonel Howard. 
Such a thing as fear never occurred to 
him, and throughout his entire career he 
has been a stranger to anything like it. 
His manner has always Been that of a 
polite and cultured gentleman, while, at 
the sdme time. he has always been firm 
in the exaction of his rights. No man 
has ever been allowed to impose upon him, 
and any man who would impose upon an- 
other has pever met with any favor in 
his eyes. 

As an orator and a ready speaker, Col- 
onel Howard had few equals. In __ his 
younger days he was a great power on 
the hustings, and was brought out in every 
campaign to wage battle for his party. 

He and Governor Colquitt often traveled 
together in the earlier warfares of the 
state. and they knew and recognized each 
other’s ability. 

As the private secretary of Governor 
Colquitt, during his administration as 
governor of Georgia, he came in contact 
with the prominent men of the state, and 
was regarded by them with the greatest 
respect. 

For the last few years Colonel Howard 
has heen a great invalid, and his health 
has been in a very uncertain and pre- 
earious condition.. In snite of his present 
weakness, his friends will continue to hope 
for his recovery.

ONE WOMAN TABS ANOTHER, 


And She, with Her Husband and Another 
Man Who Used a Pistol, Arresied. 
Alithe Parties Are White. 


The gospel tent at Bellwood came near 

being the scene of a fatal tragedy about 
10 o'clock night before last.’ 
_ At 3 o’clock yesterday morning two 
white men and a woman who had taken an 
active part: in the big row were placed 
behind the bars of the Fulton county jail.

Vices at the tent in company with her 
mother, and on her way home she wet 
Miss Dosia Quinn within a few hundred 
yards of the tent. There had been some 
ill feelings between the two tor some time 
previous, and a few words Were passed. 
‘he words had the sume effect that a 
lighted mutch would have had applied to 
a pile of pine knots. 

The two came together, and, before any 
one could take a hand, were fighting. Mrs. 
Peeler had a knife in one of her pockeis, 
and, getting it into her hand, she cut at 
her antagonist furiously. The knife cuts 
brought the blood from the young lady in 
great quantities and she sank to the 
ground, faint from loss of blood and from 
tie painful sensation. 

It was found that a long gash laid 
bare to the bone the right arm. Other 
less serious wounds were inflicted in the 
side of the young woman. After the fight 
the yictorious woman with her knife went 
her way. William Quinn heard of the 
fight, and, hurrying to his home near by, 
he gut his pistol and returned. He got 
back just as the difficulty ended, but he 
fired two shots to add flavor to the fight. 

Warrants for Dock and Lizzie Peeler 
ard William Quinn were sworn out, and 
they were arrested at their homes and 
brought to the city and placed in jail at 
8 o'clock yesterday morning. They were 
held as prisoners until yesterday morning 
at 9 o’clock, when they were carried to 
Cook's district for trial. 

Yesterday afternoon the trial was 
held before Justice D. A. Cook, and the 
parties were bound over. They succeeded 
in making bond and were not returned to 
| 

It is said that the wounds of Mrs. 
Peeler’s victim will prove serious. Neigh- 
borhood gossip seems to be at the bottom 
of the trouble.

Death of Judge Lyon. 

Hont R. F. Lyon, ex-associate justice of 
the supreme coyrt of Georgia, died this 

ening about 3 o'clock at bis residence on 
Hue sireet, in this eity. Judge Lyou had 
bec in failing bealth Several months and 
fii been connned to his home, though not 
‘o lis bed, about three weeks. Tae imme- 
diate cause of his last sickness was Bright's 
disease of the kidneys. hough 1t was ap- 
prebended that be would never recover trom 
a2is illness, the end came suddenly and un- 
expectedly. JHe was sitting on the side of 
lis bed and started to get up, and asked 
his daughter to stand aside a moment, 
when he fell back dead. Heart affection 
was the cause of bis instant taking off. 

The deceased was one of the abiest and 
best known lawyers in Georgia, and though 
he bad by several years passed man’s al- 
lotted three-score Years and ten, 
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he had 
wonderful meutal vigor and physical vital-« 
ity, and continued in the active practice of 
his profession until a few weeks ago, when 
he was taken sick. At the time of his 
death he was the attorney of the Central 
and Southwestern railroads, having held 
the attorneyship of the latter road over a 
quarter of a century. He has ably man- 
aged many cases for the railroads, and by 
his great zeal, knowledge of law and re- 
markable mental powers has won scores of 
suits. About thirty-four years ago he was 
a strong and popular member of the su- 
preme benchj of Georgia. In his early years 
he taught school, but he commenced prac- 
ticing law before many of the present lead- 
ers at the bar in Georgia were born. At 
different times Judge Lyon was in law part- 
nership with the late Colonel W. K. De- 
Graffenreid, Colonel R. D. Irvine, T. B. 
(iresham and others. His last partner was 
Mr. Claud Estes. At the time of Judge 
Lyon's death he had no law partner. 

This morning Bibb superior court, Judge 
James Guerry presiding, adjourned for the 
day in memory of the honored dead. The 
city court also adjourned. The members 
of the bar then met and on motion of Wash- 
ington Dessau, ex-Judge Gustin was made 
chairman. Mr. Dessau made a few appro- 
priate remarks, and the chair then appointed 
the following committee to appoint pall- 
bearers and make other arrangements ap- 
pertaining to the death and burial of Judge 
l.von, to-wit: Washington Dessau, chair- 
inan; J. L. Hardeman, Marion Harris, Clif- 
ford Anderson, Buford Davis.

H. Hall, J. L. Hardeman. C. A. Turner, 
J. L. Anderson, S. A. Reid, Marion Har- 
ris and Washington Dessau. The honorary 
pallbearers will be the judges of the su- 
preme court, ex-Judge G. W. Gustin and 
ex-Judge A. L. Miller, of the Macon. su- 
perior court: C. kL. Bartlett, the 
present judge of the Macon 
superior court; John P. Ross, judge of tire 
Macon city court; James H. Guerry, judge 
presiding: ex-State Attorney Clifford An- 
derron.

AND THREE MEN ARE BADLY WOUNDED 


And All About Some Cows—The Cows 
Ate Oats :hat Didn’t Belong to The™, 
and Then There Was Trouble. 


Augusta, Ga., May 95,—(Special.)—-A 
bloody shooting affray occurred in Ham- 
burg, opposite Augusta, in South 4/arolina, 
between Proprietor Joseph Pettyjoo. of 
the Arlington hotel. and his two sons, Wil 
lie and Joe, with Mr. Tom Butler, of Ham- 
burg. All of the principals were wounded 
except young Joe Lettyjohn. 

Mr. Pettyjohn had twenty-cight head of 
cows in the pasture of Mrs. Henry H. Get- 
zein, a sister of Mr. Butler. This morn- 
ing the cows got out of the pasture and 
were grazing on Mr. Butler's oat crop, and 
he penned the cows up and gave orders 
not to release them until damages to u/s 
oats were paid. | 

Word was sent Mr. Pettyjohn that Mr. 
Butler had the cows pounded, so he. with 
his two sons, armed with breech-loading 
guns, together with Mrs. Pettyjohn, drove 
over to Hamburg with the avowed intel 
tion of getting their cows. 

They went to Mr. Butler's, turned the 
cows out, and drove them to their own plan- 
tation near by, and Mr. Will Pettyjohn says 
they sent word to Mr. Butler that they had 
taken their cows, and if he wanted any- 
thing for him to come on. 

Mr. Butler says fearing trouble he armed 
himself with a shotgun and was standing 
in front of Mr. Shinnall's barroom, in Ham- 
burg, when Mr. Pettyjohn and his family 
were driving through the town returning to 
the city. 

Mr. Pettyjohn says they saw Butler get 
behind’ a tree and cock his gun, so he 
stopped his horse and they all got out. 
Mrs. Pettyjohn held the horse while Mr. 
Pettyjohn gud the two sons got their guns 
in readiness. 

Who fired the first shot is not known. 
The Pettyjohns claim Butler fired first, but 
Butler does not know who banged loose 
first. 


28 When the shooting first started they were 


fully fifty yards apart. The Pettyjohns 
advanced upon Butler, who backed into 
Shinnall’s barroom. Willie Pettyjohn was 
the first one shot, and he was wounded in 
the right arm three times, in the left leg 
and received two other flesh wounds. 

Mr. Joe Pettyjohn claims that Butler shot 
him in the head three times through the 
door in the saloon, and he was also shot 
¢nee in the stomach, and it is apprehended 
this will prove a fatal wound. 

Mr. Butler was also badly peppered in 
the face and chest and his hands were a]] 
torn up, but he is not considered danger- 
ously wounded. 

Butler claims that the Pettyjohns got out 
of the buggy and ok a position behind a 
railroad trestle before he fired. He felt 
that his life was in danger. Fully ten or 
twelve shots were tired and great excitement 
Was created. 

Mr. Pettyjohn says his cows were turned 
loose, and did not get out of the pasture, 
and that Butler is mad with them because 
they will not discharge a farm hand who 
Butler claims he hired by the year. But- 
ler used small buckshot and the Pettyjebns’ 
suns were loaded with turkey shot.

It is proposed by the syndicate to 
scale down the debt nearly $50,000,000, 
assessing the shareholders instead of the 
bondholders, and reimbursing them in 
new stock, and not in so-called income 
bonds. The idea is to practically or- 
ganize a2 new campany with capital 
enough to buy and operate the entire 
Richmond Terminal system. 

This will make about six thousand 
miles of railway running from Washing- 
ton, through Atlanta, to Columbus, 
Miss., and from Memphis, Bristol and 
Cincinnati, through Atlanta to Bruns- 
wick—one great system which will also 
include the Richmond and Danville and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia systems. These main lines, as our 
readers know, are fed by numerous 
other railways ramifying every section 
of the country. 

Atlanta will be the only point where 
the two main lines cross, and it will, 
therefore, be the center of the system. 
The Drexel-Morgan syndicate will, if 
their plan is accepted, bring the entire 
6,000 miles of these railways under the 
imanagement of one company, preserv- 
ing however, local independence in all 
matters of operating and traffic. The 
syndicate will put in $25,000,000 to be 
spent in equipping and developing the 
property in the sous, increasing the

Nevertheless, he says that “nothing is 
more certain than that a reconstruction 
of the existing (McKinley) tariff is not 
to be unaitended with difficulties.” This 
is a2 coy-and modest way of putting it, 
but the suggestion is there, Mr. 
Wells feels and sees, in spite of The 
purposes of the administration, fh spite 
of the democratic majority, in spite of 
the pledges in the platform, that there 
will be difficulties in the way of reform- 
ing the tariff. 

A signiticant sign of this is to be 
found in. the remark we have quoted 
from this tariff reform leader.

The “re- 
construction of the McKinley tariff” is 
a locution new to the vocabulary of 
ardent tariff reformers, and it certainly 
bears not the remotest relation to the 
purposes of the people and @ie declara- 
tions of the democratic platform.

“We denounce the McKinley tariff law,” 
says the democratic platform, “as the 
culminating atrocity of class legislation,”’ 
* * * “ond we pfomise if® repeal as 
one of the beneficent results that will 
follow the action of the people in en- 
trusting power to the démocratic 
party.”’ 

It is not our intention to criticise Mr. 
Wells’s endorsement of the warning 
note of The Constitution, but it is a 
fact that should not be overlooked nor 
underestimated, that in foreshadowing 
opposition to democrati riff reform, 
this enthusiastic free tragg@® should fall 
so far below the high pledges made by 
the platform as to say that the Mc- 
Kinley law is to be “reconstructed” and 
not repealed. 

Mr. Wells goes on to say that “there 
is nothing that fights more strenuously 
against any interference than privilege, 
especially privilege created and main- 
tained by a perversion of the taxing 
power of government.” He adds: 
“There are more than fifty corporations 
and trusts in the Unit@d States to whom 
the expenditure of a million of dollars 
each would be a matter of small im- 
portance, provided all tariff legislation 
during the next twelve months can 
be prevented.” 

This. is.true, but the insurmountable 
barrier between these corporations and 
trusts and the. consummation of their 
desires is democratic honesty and in- 
tegrity. The corporations and trusts 
may be willing to spend fifty or a hun- 
dred millions of dollars to prevent tariff 
reform, but unless they are able tq buy 
democratic congressmen secretly, or in 
the open market, they -will not-u.ffect 
their purpose. Now we do not believe 
the democratic congressmen .are ready 
to sell out on any of the issues, and 
we do not, therefore, have ahy fears 
hat tariff reform will fail because of 
the opposition of the protected inter- 
ests. 

We do not know what Mr. Wells is 
now, but at one time he wasea free- 
trader. For that reason we desire to eall 
his attention to fhe fact that if there 
is any delay in or postponement of tariff 
reform, or any failure to redeem the 
pledges made to the people in the plat- 
form, the result will be due.to the cool- 
ness of the element which has been 
identified with free trade. There are 
Symptoms in the air that cannot be mis- 
taken. These symptoms may disap- 
pear under the glare of light tit The 
Constitution and other newspapers pro- 
pose to throw on them, but they are 
plainly to be seen now. 

The real difficulty in the way of tariff 
reform is the fact that the tariff is in- 
separably connected with the financial 
question. This fact has recently been 
brought home to the professional free- 
traders of the east, who are goldolators, 
and they are beginning to shrink from 
the possibilifics that the democratic 
tariff-for-revenue-only has in store for 
our gold supply. 

It is for this reason that the men who 
were opposing and abusing Judge 
Crisp because they conceived that he 
was not a radical tariff reformer, have 
now drawn themselves within the shell 
of conservatism and are declaring up 
and down that all efforts at tariff re- 
form must be tipped and padded with 
prudence and caution, and with a just 
regard for vested interests.

We recall these sickening details be- 
cause they emphasize what we have 
so often said to the effect that our 
American human nature is the same.

The United States internal revenue law of 
1864 provided that incomes between $600 and 
$5,000 be taxed at the rate of 5 per cent, 
and incomes above $5,000 at JO per cent.

It will be seen that nearly one-half of the 
total tax collected in that year was ob- 
tained from persons and corporations whose 
incomes amounted to $5,000 and over. The 
number of persons and corporations 
whose incomes now reach or eX- 
ceed $10,000 is very much larger 
than the number whose incomes reach- 
ed or exceeded $5.009 in 1865. At that time 
the south had been so impoverished that very 
few of its inhabitants were subject to this 
tax. The population of the entire country 
was then only 40,000,000. It is now 65,.000,- 
000 at least. There has been an unparalleled 
inerease in both individual and corporate 
wealth. A tax on incomes reaching and ex- 
ceeding $10,000 would, if property graded, 
easily yield the sum that will obviously be 
needed to meet the existing deficiency in the 
revenues, which may be increased by a re- 
duction of the tariff. 

In Great Britain, with a population of only 
25.000,000, about $80,000,000 were collected 
under a similar law in 1888 at Spenceon the 
pound. It is estimated that $75,000,000 will 
be collected during the present fiscal year at 
6 pence on the pound. Incomes under £150 are 
exempt from tax, and on incomes between 
£150 and £400 thereisan abatement of £120. 
The tax was first imposed in that country 
more than a century ago, and has proved 
the most flexible feature of the annual bud- 
get. It has varied from 2 pence 
per pound to 16 pence, and cal- 
culation on probable receipts from 
ft is so easily and accurately made that un- 
der it the government avoids both an exces- 
sive surplus and a deficit. On the average,

The Foreclosure Case. 


As previously stated the orignal case 
at bar is that of the Farmers’ Loan and 
frust Company of New York vs. The 
Central Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia, et al. The case is that on the 
frst day of Octobér, 1872, the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company executed 
to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
a mortgage or deed of trust to secure an 
issue of $5,000,000 of 7 per cent mortgage 
bonds, known as tripartite bonds, because 
jointly by the Central, the Southwestern

and the Macon and Western Railroad 
Companies; and the two last named com- 
panies also at the same time executed 


similar mortgages, or detds of trust, upon 
their properties to secure said bonds, 
Now, $4,999,000 of those bonds, -which 
fell due January 1, 1898, are outstanding, 
past due and unpaid, and the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company are proceeding to 
foreclose said mortgage and sell the 
property pledged by them to pay these 
bonds, coupons and® compounded interest. 
‘Lhe dnavervention Suit. 


Alexander Brown & Sons and Simon 
Borg & Co, pray to be allowed to inter- 
vene in said suit and purchase and pay 
for all said bonds, with iuterest, etc., 
and hold them subject to all the rights of 
said Farmers’ Loan and ‘I'rust Company. 
In other words, pay off the ‘Trust company, 
take its bonds and stand hereafter in its 
stead and possessed of all its rights. The 
petitioners demand this as their right, as 
junior creditors of the Central Railroad 
and Banking Company, since they hold 
Obligations issued by it as follows: | 

Alexander Brown & Sons hold $1,100,000 
of the bonds of the Macon and Northern 
road, guaranteed as to principal and inter- 
est by the Central. 

Robert L. Harrison holds $11,000 of the 
same issue of guaranteed bonds. 

Simon Borg & Co. hold $309,000 of Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus road bonds, 
guaranteed as aforesaid; $245,000 Savan- 
bah and Western bonds, like guaranteed; 
$19,SV00 of certificates of indebtedness of 
the Central Railroad Company, and $30, 
200 of the stock of said company. 

And, because of these’ holdings, they 
claim the right of intervention to protect 
their interests as junior creditors. 

Why They Seek This Remedy. 

The petitioners go on to show that, by 
retson of certain dealings between the 
Central and Richmongé and Danville com- 
panies, issues were made which resulted 
in a suit by Mrs. Rowena’ I’. Clarke, a 
stockholder, with the result of putting the 
Central company and its properties into 
the hands of a receiver, and that the com- 
“any is now insolvent and the rights of 
petitioners jeopardized. That there is a 
plan of reorganization on foot, under the 
direction of the Hbollius syndicate’ of 
creditors and stockholders, under which 
plan no provision is made for the guaran- 
teed bonds held by petitioners, and they 
allege that the receiver and directors of 
the Central are parties to the reorganiza- 
tion scheme, which jeopardizes petitioners’ 
securities, and that they are aiding this 
foreclosure proceeding in order. te force 
the junior security holders to come into 
this unfair reorganization plan. 

The reorganization plan. is being pushed 
by those who were chosen under the de- 
cision of Judge Speer, that the Richmond 
Terminal Company's 42,000 shares of Cen- 
tral stock were illegally held and dis- 
franchised in the company's. proceedings. 
Hence, the Terminal company is_ backing. 
the intervention as a means of breaking 
down the Hollins reorganization. By doing 
this. it hopes to bring about a condition in 
which its shares will again be operative 
and votable, and will constitute the con- 
trolling interest in any future and further 
reorganization of the Central. 

W bat the Central Claims. 

The Central people deny any liability upon 
the guaranteed bonds held by the peUition- 
ers, and say they are combatting the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, also. ‘They deny 
that the petitioners have any legal or equi- 
table right to intervene, but claim that the 
only solution of the troubles of the Central 
system is to permit the foreclosure and 
then, by providing for the redemption of 
the tripartite bone and the payment of 
the floating debt, carry out the plan of re- 
organization, under the Hollins proposition, 
and thus save as far as mav be the inter- 
ests of genuine junior creditors and the 
rights of the stockholders in the Central 
properties». 

Mr. Calhoun Speaks. 

Hon. Pat Calhoun spgke first, addressing 
the court in explanation of the claim of the 
petitioners in the intervention. 

Hie described fully and effectively: the 
constitution of the Central railroad system, 
illustrating bis explanations upon a huge 
railway map unrolled before the eyes of the 
court. 

While explaining how the Central had 
bought the stecks of certain of the now al- 
lied companies, Judge Jackson asked: 

“In this connection does the law of Geor- 
gia allow one corporation to own stock in 
another ?”’ 


Mr. Calhoun replied: “What %3 a ques- 
tion. We think it a very serious one in 


this state. We think the Central railroad, 
by its charter, has the right to own the 
dtocks of these roads. We think it has 
that right by express powers granted to it. 
The question would arise in this state out 
of a constitutional provision passed in 1877. 
The Central Railroad Company has never 
subjected, itself to the provisions of that 
constitution by any amendment of its char- 
ter since the constitution was adopted. It 
is clear from the history of the Central rail- 
road prior to the adoption of that constitu- 
tiou and from the earlier Jaws of this state 
that this corporation was clothed with the 
broadest power before the question of com- 
petitive roads was raised, and while it was 
the policy of the state to protect invest- 
ments in railroad properties and encourage 
the building of these great arteries of com- 
meree, Perhaps, in reply to this question, 
it may not be out of place to say that this 
charter is the offspring of the brain of cer- 
tainly: one of the greatest of American 
statesmen. It is a copy. in large part, of 
the charter of the United States bank, 
which sprung from the brain of Alexander 
IYamilton. In the construction of it it will 
be important to recollect that the limita- 
tions put against the property of the old 
Tnited States bank were left out of this 
Central railroad charter, and it ‘may not 
be improper to recall that the very legisla- 
ture which incorporated this railroad had 
before it the consideration of.a_ petition 
urging upon congress the repeal of the char- 
ter of the old United States bank on the 
ground that it tended to create a monopoly. 
I will not stop here to go into an argument 
on that question, but I will take the lib- 
erty to say that your honor bas raised a 
question whose right @nd just decision will 
have asfai reaching arn effect as any ques- 
tion ever decided in this state.” 

Mr. Calhoun then explained the embar- 
rassments which came upon the Central 
by reason of these complications with oth- 
er roads and which final!lv Jed to the ap- 
nointment of a receiver. He Feveitwed the 
litigation involved in the original hill bv 
Rowena Clarke and then the action had 
under the bill filed by the rew board of 
directors, elected May 16, 1892, expressly 
ty release the road from Richmond and 
Danville domination. 

The Central's Bill. 

“On the 4th-of July, 1892, this bill of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company it- 
self was filed. In the bill they set out each 
of the properties that comprise the system; 
they set out the amount of the indebtedness 
that the Central railroad owes. Here is 
an admission, solemnly made in judicio of 
the debts of this corporation. Arcong those 
debts and liabilities are the Savannah and 
Western, the Chattanooca, Rome and Col-

‘Now, may it please your honor, one of 
the prayers of the bill is that this court 
will administer the trust in which the ered- 
itors and stockholders are interested and 
will for such purpose marshal the assets 
and ascertain the respective liens and 
priorities, and the amount due on each and 
render a decree upon the rights, liens and 
equities of all parties as the same may be 
finally ascertained and adjudicated by this 
court.’ 

“That bill set forth not only the debts 
of which the Central owed, but the respec- 
tive mortgages, and it undertook to bring 
that trust fund into this court for the ben- 
efit of every creditor and party interested 
in it. I am not stopping to go into a legal 
arguipent at this point, but it would seem 
most eXtraordinary that a corperatiop 
which had brought its fund into court— 
which had prayed that all its funds should 
be seized upon and administered as a trust 
for the benefit of every debt interested— 
should turn at this late day and say ‘this 
man whom I solemniy declared my cred- 
itor is not my cred’tor.’ ” 

Judge Speer—’!s the corporation doing 
that, Mr. Calhoun?” 

Mr. Talhoun—“I do not know that it is, 
and I shall hope that the corporation wil! 
not do so. If it does not, there is no pus- 
sible objection to the right of my clients 
tu stay this foreclosure. ‘They have come 
into court on the request of the compuny 
itself with a lien, and equitable lien and 
cnarge, recognized in equity upon all this 
fund, but especially recognized in this 
case becaus> the court has been actually 
reauested to administer it on that line. Now 
they come into court and say that, in order 
to keep from sale’ this main stem, 
which is the key to this arch, we tender 
every dollar due upon it and interest up 
to date, and they do this in order to pre- 
serve thir property as the company itse!l 
has said it should be preserved. I vena 
recognize why the distinguished judge¢ 
should ask if the corporation is insisting 
upon any such position as that which I 
stated. If tke corporation does not insist 
spon that position, who is there to object 
to the preservation of this property from 
the marshal’s hammer?” 

Mr. Calhoun went on to show that the 
preposition of the intervenors was fair to 
all parties, while the foreclosure and plan 
of reorganization would work injustice to 
Lis clients. because no provision had been 
made in the plan for their protection and 
the payment of their claims. Thev were 
atockholders rnd creditors at large and felt 
they had a right to purchase the firt Ten 
on the nronerty and hold it as a protection 
to their interests. 

Mr. Wallach’s Speech.

do under the circumstances. We subunit, 
on the authority of that. case, and the eq- 
uity of the proposition, and — on other 
grounds, that we are entitled in benevo- 
lence, peace, justice, harmony and the ad- 
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ministration of this estate, and in view 
of the designs which we do not think 
this court will lend itself to—we submit 


thet we have the right to pay these gentle- 
men what they eclamm and be subrogated 
to their rights until an honect scheme 
or reorganization can be determined 
upon, or the property sold) and the 
assets mareSgled and distribuced under the 
orders of this eourt.” 

HWapnv Either Way. 


Mr. Henry Turner, representing the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, in- 
risted that his company had @nundis- 
puted right to collect its debt by en- 
forcing its mortgage. But what it wanted 
for its clhents was the money, and. his 
company did not -care who paid it. He 


desired the rights of his clients to interest 
upon the coupons and the principal adju- 
dicated and the amounts fixed by tLe court 
in accordance with the law of Georgia. 
He would: not take a cent less than the 
full proven value of the bonds held by his 
clients. Fle was willing to leave the whole 
matter fo the. court to render such a 
decree as the case demanded. 

Mr. Weed, for Mr. Tilney. agreed with 
Mr. Calhoun in urging that the foreclosure 
be stayed. 

It Is Not in It. 


Hon. A. O. Bacon, for the Southwestern 
Railroad Company, insisted that his com- 
pany was not lable for these bonds, and 
would deny all ‘iability. But, if the court 
Should hold it liable, it claimed to be re- 
sponsible only ag a surety, and desired 
that in any decree rendered its right to 
go back upon the Central, fer recoupment 
should be preserved to it. It held that 
the property of the Central was ample to 
pay this debt, and it claimed the right of 
sureties to compel the principal to pay 
its debt. 

The Rowena Clarke Bill. 


Mr. Marion Erwin then fully explained 
to the cour! the causes that led up to the 
filing of the Rowena Clarke bil! and all 


the subsequent proceedings. His state- 
ment was clear, logical and instructive. 


He demonstrated the reasoning, from the 
conduct of the management while the Cen- 
tral was controlled by the Danville party, 
that led to the demand for a cancellation 
of the lease of the Central-to the Georgia 
Pacific, and, therefore, to the Richmond 
and Danville system. ey Were diverting 
freights from the Central and making a 
dollar on the Danville line while taking 
away a half dollar from the Central. He 
thought the rights of all parties shoul@ be 
adjudicated as far as possible under the 
Clurke bill. 
Mr. A. R. Lawton, Jr. 

Mr. Lawton represented Mr. Comer, the 
receiver, and he supported the foreclosure 
proceedings. He presefted the reasong for 
opposing the intervention, denying the 
rights claimed by the intervenors, because 
they were not such parties at interest as 
might intervene. He also denied the 
guaranty given by the Central company 
on the bonds held by the intervenors, Mr. 
Lawton’s speech and fine style before the 
bench impressed every one who heard it. 
It was a clear and compact argument. In 
it he set forth and declared the play of 
reorganization, and said the foreclosure 
of the mortgage was a necessity to the 
reorganization plan; otherwise, the ques- 
tion of reorganization would be indefinitely 
postponed, if not forever made impossible. 

Mr. Garrard Speaks. 


Mr. William Garrard, of Savannah, for 
the Holling committee, made a full and 
impassioned argument against the inter- 
venors. .He ridiculed their beney6lence, 
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of {000 per year more interest than 
the rate would require that the new bonds 
could be sold for. Mr. Garrard made a 
brilliant and entertaining speech, and 
showed a surprising ability upon legal 
points and a sense of the absurd that lent 
piquancy to hie remarks. 

t the conclusion of Mr. Garrard’s 
speech, the court took some suggestions as 
to the future conduct of the case. It was 
conceded that the preseut order of hearing 
be continued for the present. 

The best opinion of the attorneys in the 
case is to the effect that the hearing will 
at least cousume the remainder o this 
and all of next week- 

Justice Jackson said he would give all 
the time needed for . full and complete 
investigation of the various branches of 
the case upon their several merits. 

Court then adjourned until 10 o'clock a. 
m. today. 
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MRS. ROWENA CLARKE’S EVIDENCE, 


The Original Petitioner Says That She Dia 
Authorize the Proceeding. 

A great deal of interest has been ex- 
pressed concerning the imterrogatories of 
Mrs. RoWena Clarke, the lady whose peti- 
tion for a receiver wis the immediate 
cause of the Central's lease to the Georgia 
Pacitic being broken. 

Mr. Dan fountree, one of her counsel, 
returned yesterday trom Charleston with 
a copy of the questions put to her and 
her replies. He says that ner Cxamination 
by the Terminal representatives was “a 
moet extraordinary proceeding from start 
to finish.” Being asked about it, he said: 

“The application was, Verified on the 
15th and granted on the 16th, but, not- 
withstanding the order provided that ‘the’ 
muster shall give due notice to one of the 
plaintiff’s atturneys,’ it Was not filed in 
th» office until the afternoon of the 22d. 

“Mr. Oakman, the president of the 'lerm- 
intl; Mr. Rutherford, the vice president; 
Mr. Henry Crawford, the attorney, and 
Mr. Mackall, of the law firm of Messrs. 
Charlton, Mackall & Anderson, met in 
yharleston, and on ‘Tuesday night a copy 
of the order was made, and on Wednesday 
morning they notilied Mr. Perry that they 
would leave in a half hour for Mys. 
Clarke’s country: place, on a special trai, 
to take her evidence, and that, if he did 
not go with them, they would take the 
United States marshal to force Mrs. 
Clarke before the master. 

“Mr. Perry very properly concluded that 
he would go with them and have his 
aunt, who is between sixty and seventy 
years of age, submit to the examination, 
rather than have her embarrassed by a 
party of men going to her house with a 
United States marshal. 

“About this time Mr. Perry received a 
telegram from me, stating that I had 
just seen from The Constitution that Mrs. 
Clarke was going to be examined, and 
that I would be in Charleston that night, 
and to postpone the examination until 
next morning. He showed them this tele- 
gram, and, notwithstanding the fact that 
they had plenty of time, as they remained 
in Charleston all next day, they refused to 
postponé the examination.” 

Mr. Rountree summarized the interroga- 
tories thus: 

“Mrs. Clarke, in answer to the questions 
propounded, testified that her name was 


Mrs. Rowena M. Clarke: that she was a 
resident of South Carolina: that she was 


the plaintiff in the suit against the Central 
riilroad in which a receiver wae appoint- 
ed: that she was not well versed in law; 
but that her nephew, Mr. Perry, was her 
legal adviser, and-had almost entire charge 
of her business: that she was the owner 
of fifty shares of Central stock; that she 
knew that the road had been leased to 
some other road and that she did not 
like the way things were going: that she 
was uneasy about her stock, and that she 
had numerous conversations with her 
nephew about it and instructed him to 
investigate the matter, and, if he thought 
best, to bring suit: that some time after- 
wards Mr. Perry brought a bill and read it 
over to her, and the suit was brought un- 
der her instructions and, with her full 
consent: that she had full eonfidence in her 
nephew, and left the management and con- 
tral of the ease to him, and that he had 
full authority to emplov such associate 
counsel as he saw fit; that he was not 
to eharge her for his personal services in 
the premises: that nothing was said what- 
ever about the court costs: that she had 
never met me, and did not know me in 
the case, but left everything to Mr. Perry; 
that she did not know who prepared the 


bill: that she made an affidavit in the 
matter. but did not now remember what 
the affidavit was abont: that the suit 


was brought at her instance and with her 
full consent, and for the purpose of pro- 
tecting her interest in the road, 

“These are the facts, and they speak for 
themselves, and need no comment from 
me. . 
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SOME SNAP SHOTS 


At Prominent Railroad Men and Railroad 
Attorneys Nowin Our Midst. 


The federal courtroom was filled- yester- 
day with lawyers and railroad men from 
near and far. Several had traveled all 
the way from New York. Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Mucon and Columbus were repre- 
sented within and without the bar railing. 
Atlanta’s own lawyers dropped in and 
listened from time to time. 

Some of the most prominent figures off 
the bench were General Mat Butler, of 
South Carolina; General Tracy, secretary 
of the havy under President Harrison; 
Mr. W. G. Oakman, receiver of the Rich- 
mond ‘Terminal Railroad and Warehouse 
Company; Mr. M. Comer, receiver of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Com-

Justice Logan Bleckley, of the Georgia su- 
rreme court, responded to the first. which 
was “The Bench of Georgia.”” The chief jus- 
tice was in a charming spirit and Kept We 
hearers bubbling with laughter. He extena- 
ed to the guest of the occasion, Mr. Justice 
Jackson, a hearty welcome, or as he styled it, 
a welcome predominated with cordial levity. 
He assured the justice that Georgians are 
sincere and that there was no ground for 
him to doubt the meaning of that welcome. 
Georgians do not act such things. They are 
incapable actors. That may be the reason 
that the state has never produced but ove 
gieat actor, Mr. Scott Thornton. The chief 
justice got off some pleasantries at the ex: 
pense of the position cf a federal court judze, 
whose salary seems to a (Georgia judge some- 
thing immerse, Ceorgia judges are willing 
to be on good terms with the federal judges 
and will never reverse one of them end 
re that they will never be reversed by the 
eral courts : 
tenho chic? justice weht on to acquaint the 
supreme court_justice with some facts and 
funcies about Georgia laasvs and Georgia law- 
vers. The creat peculiarity about Georgia law 
is its simplicity, he stated. Georgia began 
simplifying the law before other en 
and peoples got in the business. Every body = 
the state knows all about the law—except tf + 
chief justice. Even the lady editors know all 
abont it and he warned the guest a. the 
evening that if he should chance by = 
means to give a wrong opinion on anv © a 
while in the state he need not be surprised 
to be corrected by some lady who may be 
editing a paper somewhvre IN the state. oe 
Touching on Georgla_ 1a Byers, | the chiet 
justice observed that i Lerd Coke's time 
ile lawyers spoke by good pleadings—but . 
added, dryly, they stopped there. Justice Jac K- 
son was informed that Georgia lawyers know 
exactly what to say—but they never say it. 
They tell you over and over all that you 
know. but never tell you anything that you 
do not know. The spirit of our bar is lib- 
eral, said the chief justice. Each lawyel 
wants to cut loose from technicalities when 
it comes to his own side. for he says that 
he is for the substance of the law. But when 
it comes to attacking the other side he in- 
sists on thg ¢echnicalities, for the symmetry 
he law must be preserved. In conclusion, 
the speaker cantioned Justice Jackson to 
let the lawyers know that he does not want 
any nonsense and he will find them a splendid 
bar, an ornament to the profession. 
Mr. Justice Jackson. 
The guest of the evening responded to the 


“Federal Judiciary.” 
He was received with applause that was 
truly faittering. His speech was witty 
and full of strong thought aml beautiful 
sentiments. He remarked pleasantly that 
he wished be had received’ Judge Bleckley's 
introduction to the Saf the night before.

The justice declared his appreciation of 
the kind reception. He modestly remarked 
that he realized that the compliment was 
not to him as an individual, but to the bench 
of which he is a member. For that he ap- 
preciated it. He was glad to see the bench 
und the bar esteemed. It will be a sad 
day when the bar loses its respect for the 
bench. He was sure that Georgia lawyers 
would never feel toward the, bench as an 
old moonshiner up in Tennes:e did about 
the time that the country wa% in doubt as 
to who was elected, Cleveland or Blaine. 
This distiller had been fortunate enough to 
get his case postponed several times. Along 
about the middie of November of that year 
the case was to come up again. The de- 
fendant wrote to his lawyer to please get 
it put off once more because he believed 
that Cleveland was elected and he knew 
that the blanked court would be busted up. 

The justice said that @ more friendly feel: 
ing is growing between the state and federal 
courts avd he was glad to see it. The judi- 
cial pendulum is swinging more toward the 
comity between the courts. The country’s 
courts are the stanch bulwarks against the 
assaults of ruin, socialism, communism and 
anarchy. Should the time come that the 
rights of property are not secure then will 
the riglits of the individual not be safe. 
When the courts fail to maintain the law, 
then will the armed battalion of anarchy 
march over the rights of property and of 
the individual. The — paid a splendid 
tribute to the lafe Justice Lamar and to 
Ben Hill and Henry -W. Grady. 

The applause was almost constant while 
the justice was delivering his remarks. 

Judge Hopkins. 

Judge Hopkius responded to the bar of the 
city und stale. He salu that [rom uis reia- 
tluuS te the bar oF this city it might be ex- 
pected that he would devote sole lime to the 
superior Wwerits of the Atlanta lawyer, but 
he would nui. For, aithough it is true that 
it is a bar of disfjnguished ability aud of as 
hign woral tone uuu worth as any on this 
continent, itis at the same time true that in 
seif-contidence it is the equal of guy; und 1 
can prove by the supreme court jJuuges, ail 
the other judges, and also by a great many 
people, that the Atianta bar speaks tor itselr. 
With great confidence { can leave it to take 
care of itself and_without further words I 
turn it over to the tender mercies of muab- 
kind. . 

Having been born and reared in Tennessee, 
my thoughts, on this occasion aud in this 
presence, Daturally turn to a consideration of 
the relation that the two states bear to each 
other. There was a time when the subjects, 
Tenuessee anf Georgia, were distinct, and 
had to be considered separately, but they 
were thrown into a compound condition. and 
may now be treated as one. How it came 
about I will wi! you. At au early day direct 
trade was establisaed. between East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia, I® wags interstate com- 
merce in the bud. The Teifhesseeans raised 
hogs and horses, drove them through the 
country and sold them to Georgians. It was 
the sole market of one and the source of 
supply of the other. For awhile this mutual 
dependence caused matters to £0 along guite 
lovingly, but in course of time two elements 
of discord appeared. Oue related to the 
quality of the commodity and the other to 
the payment of the price. 

In closing his response, Judge Hopkins said: 
“Well may we be proud of the dear old state. 
Her achievements in peace and war have been 
In all that ennobles men and responds 


reat. 
z. the demand of our civilization, she has 
been abreast of the foremost. Moving 


steadily, with less noise than some, but with 
purpose and firmness equal to any of the 
state, she has, in her own conservative man- 
ner, performed her duties to the race and 
kent faith with the sister states. Many and 
valuable have been her contributions to the 
common weal, but, in our time, she has done no 
better thing an when she gave to the &su- 
preme court of the United States the services 
of her distinguished son, our guest of the 
evening.

THE ALCIPHRONIAN DEBATE TODAY.

The public schools of the city will close

The last day of school is a great event 
no less to the teachers than to their pupils. 
It represents to a certain extent the effi- 
ciency of their year’s work and shows to the 
arents, who crowd the schools on that 
day, the Wonders of learning which have 
been accomplished during the school term. 

In many of the grades the teachers are 
working up new ideas and are getting ready 
to entertain the public with new and origi- 
nal features. rhe only exception to this 
busy rule is Crew street school. This one, 
of all the nurseries of thought in Atlanta, 
stands alone and solitary on account of the 
scarlet fever. The school will probably be 
opened next Monday and the final examuina- 
tion will occur with the others on the fol- 
lowing I*riday. 

Atlanta has now fifteen grammar schools, 
white and colored, with two or three others 
in prospect. ‘They are Ivy, Marietta, Crew, 
Walker, Ira, Fraser, Boulevard, Wallace, 
Davis, Fair. Edgewood avenue, Calhoun, 
Gate City, Gray and Summerhill. The num- 
ber of teachers employed in the schools is 
somewhere in the neighborhood of one hun- 
dred and fifty., 
In all of these schools the young ideas 
are busily at work preparing for the pub- 
lic examination, which occurs on the 2d of 
June. From the present outlook it Will 
be one of the most interesting examinations 
in the history of the schools. The work of 
the rear iu all of the grades has been In 
the highest degree successful and the super- 
intendent and the board of education have 
been equally enthusiastic in thet expres- 
sions of approval. 
The patrons of the sthools will hare an 
opportunity to judge for themselves’ next 
Friday. . 
The Debate Today. 
The members of the -Alciphronian Socicty 
of the Boys’ High school will have their 
annual debate in Browning hall this morn- 
ing, 
Teabiiad of a general programme, as here- 
tofore, embracing several different features. 
the exercises will be limited to the annual 
debate. 
The participants have selected a racy ques- 
tion and one that will be fully appreaciated 
by the large audience which will gather 
to hear them. The subject is the “Annexa- 
tion of Hawaii,” and the discusgion will 
bring to light all of the important argil- 
ments for and against the proposition. 

The following bright young speakers will 
champion the aflirmative sidé of the ques- 
tion: Messrs. Frank L. Fleming, Ivy. Lee, 
Cecil Alexander, George Price, Robert Bar- 
rett and John Chapman. The nagative 
side will be upheld by Messrs. George Hurt, 
Albert Licklider, Irank Boland, Daniel 
Oarey, Walker King, Wharton Mitchell and 
Chartey Matthews. The friends of the 
young disputants are anticipating a most 
delightful time and the oecasion will no 
doubt be long remembered as a carnival of 
brilliant ideas and happy oratory. 

Mr. Frank R. Mitchell will act as spe 
cial president and will be the arbiter of the 
discussion.
